Jack Vaughn 
New Type 
of Diplomat

The newly-named Assistant 
Secretary of StaW for Latin 
America, whose nomination was 
approved b 3 ^ih^enate Foreign 
Relations Ccm^ttee yesterday, 
is a 1965-^e U,S. diplomat. 

Jack K^au s^. newspaper 
biographies emphasize that he 
was the Latin America Peace 
Corps head who once boxed as 
Jack Hood. But Ambassador 
Vaughn’s qualifications go far 
beyond this. 

A Marine combat officer in 
World War II, he took a 
master’s degree in Latin 
American studies at the* 
University of Michigan after the 
war, and then taught Spanish at 
Michigan and the University of 
Pennsylvania. He cinched his 
status of fighter-intellectual, by 
teaching later at the Johns 
Hopkins School of International 
Studies, 

POINT FOUR 

Beginning in the 1940’s, Mr. 
Vaughn served with the U. S. 
Information Service in Bolivia 
and Costa Rica. In the I950’s he 
did tours of duty in Point Four 
programs in Panama, Bolivia 
and the International Co-oper- 
ation Administration’s Washing- 
ton headquarters. 

In 1960 Mr. Vaughn became 
ICA representative in Mali. The 
next year, he took over the ICA 
mission in Senegal, only to be 
called to Washington in October, 
1%1, to organize the Peace 
Corps for Latin America. He 
was named Ambassador to 
Panama, a Latin American hot 
spot, in April 1964. 

Ambassador Vaughn typifies 
the new U. S. diplomat in that 
he is experienced in the fer- 


flung international operations 
that this country has developed 
since World War II. 

Sigmficantly, his experience has j 
been gained outside the career 
corps of the State Department ! 
proper. 

Mr. Vaughn thus has escaped 
the indoctrination by two 

theories that have pervaded 
many of our State Department \ 
career officers’ thinking. 

FOREIGN POLICY 

Higher-ups in the career corps ^ 
since the early 1950’s have been ^ 
increasingly obsessed with the 
idea that U. S. foreign policy 
should have as its chief missio^ * 
a gradual approachment with 
Russia, to prepare against Red 
China’s future power. The 
corollary was to fight the cold 
war mainly with non-political 
aid prograihs. 

It was a convenient stance for i 
our diplomats, for whenever the 
U. S. suffered foreign policy j 
reverses, they could go back to 
Congress and ask for more 
foreign aid — that J 5 ,^pa^ the 
responsibility ba^toCon^ess. 

A nevw^peof diplomat, who 
like JacK^aughn knows exactly 
what foreign aid can and cannot 
do, is beginiung to appear for a 
simple functional reason. It is 
that Congress is balking at 
foreign aid as never before. And ! 
recipients like Nasser and j 
Sukarno have told us to take our 
aid and go to hell. 

President Johnson is 
advancing the Jack Vaughn type 
of diplomat because he 
recognizes that U. S. foreign 
policy must have much more 
positive elements than waiting 
for Russia and Red China to fly 
at each other’s throats.

In March, 1964, we completed an investigation of 
Mr. Vaughn at the request of the State Department and in April, 
1964, his appointment as Ambassador to Panama was confirmed 
1 by the Senate. Our investigation of Vaughn was favorable and 
I disclosed he is a former marine and college professor v/ho has 
•been employed by the Government since January, 1952. Prior to 
his appointment as Ambassador to Panama, Mr. Va,ughn was employed 
from October, 1961, to April, 1964, by the Peace Corps as 
Regional Director, Latin America Regional Office, Office of 
Program,’ Development and Operations.
